The first "discussion" (translation: argument) my wife and I had as a married couple came 
just two days into our iO-year-and-gtowing marriage. We were walking down a seedy 
street in San Francisco. It was our honeymoon. 
Being the live-for-the-moment-type, she turned down a blind alley wanting to explore 
the less ^miliar parts of one of our favorite cities. Being the planner-type, my patience was wearing 
thin as the clock ticked 10 minutes past our dinner reservation. The fact that the alley was littered 
with police caution tape didn't help matters. 

Despite that momentary break in our newlywed bliss, I wouldn't have changed a moment of our 
hustle-and-bustle honeymoon in the city. For us, the city's energy created a sense of adventure and 
romance I don't think we could have found in many other settings. Plus, from my experience, if you and 
your spouse can work together to navigate an unfamiliar city's subway map, 
your chances for a long, healthy marriage are probably better than average. 
Think about it, most successful marriages come down to a few basics: com- 
munication, respect, patience and a pinch of romance — ^not that different 
from the qualities required to get the most from a journey to a new city 
(check out The Urban Honeymoon, page 30).

FOR YOUR FIRST TRIP AS NEWLYWEDS

The beach vacation has become a honey- 
mooning instimtion the world over.

thought it was funny we wanted to go somewhere known 
for being cold and rainy." 

But the bustling Northeast city suited the couple well. 
"Going to a beach or someplace where you just sit is not 
something we're interested in," Kevin explains. "Seattle 
was kind of a random choice just because we hadn't been 
there. We wanted some place we could be active and enjoy 
each other's company," he adds. 

During their five-day city honeymoon, the couple 
explored Seattle and took a couple of day trips. One of 
these excursions was to nearby Fremont, Wash. "The whole 
town of Fremont is really fiin," Tina says. "When you drive 
in, you're greeted by a statue of Lenin.

Yes, you read that 
correctly. The Fremont troll carved out of the rocks beneath 
one of the city's underpasses is so large that his hand wraps 
entirely around an actual Volkswagen Beetle. 

The couple also spent a day at Mt. Rainier. Mainly the 
Sheppards explored the city and basked in their newly 
wedded status. "We did a lot of walking around town," Tma 
recalls. "We really enjoyed that." 

For those who think a city honeymoon offers no time for 
relaxation, Tina confesses, "We took a nap every day." 

Plus, says Jane Jones, general manager. Provident Travel, 
"A lot of hotels have spas, spa treatments, health clubs and 
exercise ^ilities.

When Kevin Sheppard lists off the most memorable 
things about his and Tma's honeymoon, he doesn't recall 
a particular dinner or event. "No. 1, it was the feel of just 
being married," he remembers. "No. 2, how tired we were. 
No. 3, just being able to experience the city, walking up 
and down the streets, looking at the shops." 

If you decide to opt for an urban honeymoon, the 
Sheppards advise you to prepare well beforehand. "Definitely 
get good maps," Kevin advises. "Do that beforehand. Buy 
them in a bookstore or order online."

ake sure that all your inner beauty is 
radiated outward with a little help from 
local experts' answers to your most pressing 
wedding beauty questions. 



Q: What is the most important beauty 
tip you would offer a bride? 

HAMILTON: Wet to set. ..any wet makeup you apply 
should be set with a pxjwder, such as foundation powder, 
concealer powder, etc. Alternate layers to keep your 
makeup lasting longer. 

DAWSON: Whether you hire a pro makeup artist or DIY, 
collect inspirational pictures of makeup looks you love so 
you have a clear idea of your desired style. Dramatic and 
natural are very relative terms. 

CHEROT: Keep it simple and natural — ^your wedding day 
is not the best day to try out new looks or do things that 
aren't you or your style. Keep with what you like and know, 
and what works for your skin tone. 



Q: How do I make sure my Hpstick 
will last the entire day? 

DAWSON: Many long-wearing lipsticks can look dry 
and cake-like; instead try a lip stain, such as benetint by 
Benefit. You can always apply a gloss on top of it, if you 
prefer a shinier look.

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CHEROT: It's good to start with a primer 
on the lips, for example NVEY ECO's 
Organic Erase. Lipstick will typically 
last for a while; however it's always good 
to keep your tube with you throughout 
the day to reapply as needed. 

Q: What's the best approach 
for an outdoor wedding? 

DAWSON: If you are concerned about 
perspiration ruining your makeup, I can't 
say too many good things about Model in 
a Bottle setting spray. It's like hairspray 
for your face and has a great matte finish, 
so you won't look greasy in pictures. 

Q: Weddings can be 

emotional; suggestions to 
keep makeup flawless? 

DAWSON: Use a hanky instead of 
tissues (no lint in lashes! ) and dab; don't 
rub when those tears start flowing. 

HAMILTON: If you get your makeup 
done professionally, they'll usually 
give you a kit to take with you for last- 
minute touchups. If you do your makeup 
yourself, bring a homemade kit to the 
wedding, include pressed powder, lip 
color, blush, eyeliner, tissues, makeup 
sponges and a mirror. 

Q: What are the latest trends 
in wedding makeup? 

DAWSON: Lashes! There is a reason 
everyone on the red carpet is wearing 
them; they open up the eye and give 
you definition and pop! 

BEAN: Using shimmer blush on top 
of the cheeks and in the middle part 
of the forehead to give a glow to skin. 
Photography captures this technique 
beautifully. 

Q: What do you suggest for 
picture-perfect white teeth 
for your wedding day? 

BERNSTEIN: Today, a picture-perfect 
white smile is something most brides can 
achieve. The best method is at the dental 
office with laser whitening. In my practice, 



we offer Britesmile, which is a two-hour 
light-activated whitening process. 

Q: What should a bride 
bring to a wedding hair 
consultation? 

MOORE: A picture of herself in her 
wedding dress and veil or hair accessories 
if final decisions have been made. Also, 
pictures of hairstyles she likes and a few 
examples of styles she doesn't; these 
don't have to be bridal images. 

Q: What advice can you 
offer for keeping that 
up-do flawless for the 
entire event? 

MOORE: Let your stylist know as many 
details of your wedding day as possible. 
Will the pictures be inside, outside or 
both? Will the reception be immediately 
following the ceremony? What 
transportation have you arranged — 
limo, carriage or anything open? Then 
make sure to assign the job of watching 
your hair to someone who has a can of 
Bb Spray de Mode with her at all times. 

Q: What is a service to get 
just a day or two before the 
wedding to relieve stress? 

MANN: I wouldn't recommend getting 
a facial because the dirt in your pores 
along with the stress of the wedding 
may cause a breakout.

Channel 12 meteorologist Michelle Boutillette 
couldn't have predicted a lovelier wedding day. 



I ^ n late August of 2007, Michelle 

^^^^^ M Boutillette was keeping a closer- 
^^^^ M than-usual eye on the weather. 
> M As a meteorologist and weather 
I anchor for WKRC-TV, she 

^^-^^^ was accustomed to forecasting 

warm fronts, cool fronts, showers and sleet. But this 
time Michelle's concern wasn't 
professional; it was personal. 
She and her fianc^ Jamie 
Hudgens had scheduled their 
wedding for Sept. 1. 

Labor Day weekends in 
Cincinnati are notoriously 
hot and humid. On the other 
hand, Cincinnati weather is 
notoriously erratic. Would 
Jamie be sweltering in his 
tux? Would the wedding 
party be dodging hailstones, 
hopscotching across mud 
puddles — or worse, shivering 
in a 40-degree pre-winter 
temperature drop? Who knew? Even Michelle 
couldn't be certain. She kept watching the skies. 

Long before earning her degree at Pennsylvania 
State University, long before having been urged by 
chief meteorologist Tim Hedrick to apply for the 
opening at Channel 12, Michelle was fascinated 
by weather. In one of life's ironic twists, she recalls 
being terrified as a small child by thunder and 
lightning. "I always wanted to know when it was 




arriving, what it would do — ^and most importantly, 
how soon it would be over," she laughs. 

Now, as a professional weather forecaster, 
Michelle often visits schools to kick off weather 
units and to instruct on subjects like weather 
safety. Students are permitted to ask any questions 
they wish. A common area of concern: Thunder 
and lightning, of course. 

Which is always a possi- 
bility in Cincinnati, regardless 
of the season. So on the 
muggy, oppressive afternoon of 
Aug. 31, Michelle was feeling 
uneasy. Would her wedding 
day bring any cool breezes — or 
just more of the same? 

She'd met Jamie, a business 
development manager, at a 
downtown Cincinnati bar in 
the spring of 2005 — a girls' 
night out.

where she worked for CBS affiliate KLBK, when she 
accepted the position at WKRC in July of 2004. 

Jamie and his friend invited Michelle and her 
friend to play some p(K)l.

She 
shrugged, chalking it up to her abysmal cue skills. 
Only later would she learn that Jamie had been 
peppering the girlfriend with questions about 
Michelle.

In the fall of 2CX)6, after dating for a year and 
a half, the two took a vacation to Hilton Head, 
S.C. Jamie's primary mission, 
he told her, was to schedule ji^ 
some great golf. Again, ' 
Michelle shrugged. She 
didn't play golf herself, but 
she was happy to go along 
and drive the cart. 

One evening, Jamie 
suggested a pre-dinner walk 
on the beach.

■ - back in the 1980s. The song 

was "True Blue," an early 
Madonna hit, complete with 
choreography and head nigs. 
It was the most delightful 
surprise of the evening, 
Michelle says, something she couldn't possibly have 
forecasted. 

Ditto, the weather. When she'd arisen on 
the morning of Sept. 1, she'd hurried outside to 
fetch the newspaper — and then kxiked around in 
disbelief The previous day's stifling humidity was 
gone. It was a sunny, gorgeous, cool and comfortable 
80 degrees — nothing but blue skies. Quite simply, 
the day was a meteorologist's dream. CW

Q: What does a bride need 
to know before she 
starts calling florists? 

BOURKE: Know the date and the place 
of the wedding and reception. And 
then the color that is most important 
to her. 

WIEDENBEIN: Have your location 
because that helps guide us as far as 
what type of flowers you might want. It 
is helpful to have colors, but 1 have had 
plenty brides say, "Well, 1 am thinking 
between these three or four different 
kinds of palettes," and we can help them. 

WOOD: I think it is good to know the 
color of the bridesmaids' dresses because 
that can be the starting point for the 
color scheme. 

Q: How can a bride find 
the right florist? What 
questions should she ask? 

FORD: It is really important to feel 
like you are being heard and not being 
preached to. Some designers are not 
very good at listening. If you do not feel 
like you are being heard, you should 
keep looking. Always feel comfortable 
bringing in images of bouquets that you 
like or weddings that you like. If you 
are a bride, never feel nervous about 
asking a question. If someone suggests 
something and it is not working for you, 
never be embarrassed to say, "That is 
not working for me. That is not what I 
am looking for." A good designer would 
want to know that. 

MACKEY: Like the person you are going 
to work with. Have fun with them. 
Look at their shop. Go to some of their 
weddings. Just say, "When is the next 
wedding where you will be using some 
of the flowers that I am interested inT'

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the bouquets to me? Are you going to be 
the one that helps to set up my wedding? 
Am 1 going to talk to you every time I 
want to make a change? 

BOU RKE: I might ask to look at the floweis 
in their cooler. That would give you an 
awfully large insight into: Are the flowers 
fresh? Do they have a wide selection? Are 
they interested in current trends? 

Q: How should a bride 
determine her budget for 
flowers? 

BOURKE: I have seen hot-dog weddings 
with huge floral budgets and then I've 
seen surf-and-turf dinners with a bud 
vase in the center. I think it has a lot to 
do with what flowers mean to the bride 
and her mother. 

WOOD: Brides are all different. Some 
of them are flower people. Some want 
it to be visually incredible. For some, it 
is more important to have filet mignon. 
I do not think there is a specific budget. 
They have to figure out if they are really 
flower people. 

Q: If I'm on a tight budget, 
how can I stretch the 
money I have for flowers? 

WOOD: Simplicity. You can do things 
sometimes with a single flower or 
blooming plants at the table. You do not 
have to have a million flowers in every 
centerpiece or every bouquet. 

MACKEY: Rent the vases. You can go 
for a much bigger look if you are not 
buying all the vases. We are going to 
rent it for about one-third the cost it 
would be if you purchased it. 

BOURKE: Reuse everything firom the 
church. If you do a little bow with some 
greenery on the pew, make sure that's 
transferred over and dresses the cake 
table at the reception. Perhaps the flowers 
on the altar can be repurposed on the 
bar or on a gift table. The unity candle 
arrangement can frequently be reused as 
a centerpiece on the head table. 
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(,): Mow can I make sure I 
lii't the most impact from 
the tlowers at my wedding? 

I'ORD: You have to really describe what 
feeling you want to create. Then really 
trust [the designer's] opinion. 

WOOD: I think that a good florist will 
help you get the most impact. 1 do not 
think there is any one particular rule. 
You have to look at the space and then 
you have to say, "^X'hat am 1 trying to do? 
Am 1 trying to be dramatic? Or pretty? 
Elegant? Is my taste more contemporary 
or old-fashioned?" One calla lily in a bud 
vase is not going to thrill a girl who has 
garden-y taste, but someone who has 
more contemporary taste might like it. 

Q: Where are some places I 
can look for inspiration? 

WIEDENBEIN: Go to the local 
bookstore, grab a cup of coffee, sit in a 
chair and look through all those great 
books. You can pull a lot of really good 
ideas. A lot of those books will show 
weddings that are unrealistic, because 
they are $150,000+ weddings, but you 
can pull little aspects out of those to 
personalize your event. 

MACKEY: Look at old photographs, 
maybe what your mother carried. Or 
bring something from your grandparents. 
I have done grandma and grandpa's 
wedding rings in a girl's bouquet. I have 
done rosaries in the bouquets. Grandma 
and grandpa are gone, but they want to 
have them as part of their ceremony. 

Q: Are there any new styles 
or tiends in wedding flowers 
you're excited about? 

MACKEY: We do an awful lot of jewels 
in the bouquets. Like rhinestones, 
solitaires, clear stones, gemstones. Ones 
that look like emeralds or rubies but are 
not real stones. We make the bouquet 
and then we insert the stones down into 
the bouquet. We also do monograms.

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and those are popular for the bridesmaids. Each one carries her 
own initial. It is a Swarovski crystal initial. 

Q: Do you see a few common mistakes 
made with wedding flowers? 

FORD: TTiere is a season for a few flowers. If [the designer) is 
steering you away from something, trust that they know it is 
not going to work. I had a bride who had a picture of a wedding 
bouquet that was all stephanotis. Her dream was to carry that, 
but her wedding was in July. 1 said, "I really am afraid for you 
to have to do that." She was having pictures taken beforehand, 
and so it was going to be a long day for the flowers. I just knew 
that there would be issues. She found a designer who said, 
"Oh yeah, that will be no problem at all." 1 found out that the 
bouquet did not make it through the day. I felt really sad for this 
bride, because I knew how important this day was for her. 

Q: What's most important to keep in mind 
about my bouquet? 

BOURKE: I think the most important thing about your bouquet 
is that you absolutely love it. It will be featured in nearly every 
photo from your wedding. You need to have a comfort level 



carrying it down the aisle. Whether it's small and sassy or long 
and elegant, I think it really is important that it be the bouquet 
you feel most comfortable with. 

FORD: Bring a picture in of the dress as soon as you have one. 
Then the bouquet can be made to complement the dress. Brides 
have very different thoughts on bouquet size. Some brides want 
a huge bouquet. I tend to like a bouquet that matches the size of 
the bride and her gown. 

Q: Do the flowers need to match the style 
of location? 

WIEDENBEIN: I do think it is really good to play into your 
environment instead of fighting it. I see that happen a lot. 
Be aware of that when you are picking a location. If you are 
planning on having blue and pink, is that going to work with 
the location's hunter-green chairs and wallpaper? 

Q: What's most important to keep in mind 
about the actual day of the wedding? 

WIEDENBEIN: If you are having photographs taken prior to 
your wedding, coordinate with your florist to make sure those 
flowers are there at that time. Somebody will come in and 
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Bond with your betrothed as you 
make your very own wine 
complete with a personalized 
label to gift or to serve. Your bond 
will get better with age. Why not 
give a gift that doe.s the same?

say, "Oh, my ceremony is set to start at five." 
Traditionally, your flowers will get there about 
one hour before the ceremony. 

Q: What about delivery and 
service on the wedding day? 

WOOD: You have to ask the florist. We always 
set up everything personally, and we do not leave 
until it is perfect. There are other people who just 
send them on a truck and plop and drop, hut we 
never do that. We know that the whole look is 
really important. 

FORD: A lot of brides think, "Oh the florist is 
going to break the wedding down afterwards 
and pick up their own rental equipment." Some 
do not. Or who is going to be setting up the 
reception? Say your ceremony is in the same 
room as the reception. Is the florist going to be 
there to move the flowers to the tables? Are they 
going to expect the venue to do that? If they want 
your wedding, they have to give you the service 
you require. CW

PRESSING CONFECTIONARY QUESTIONS

Whether it is a basket-weave design, topped 
with icing flcjwers or sleekly covered in 
fondant, your wedding cake is probably the 
most important confectionary purchase 
you will ever make, lb help you in your search, we've asked 
a panel of bakers some of the most pressing cake questions. 
Here's our panel's best advice:

Q: What are the top three things that 
a bride should think about when 
choosing a baker? 

BROWN: First, integrity; Choose a baker who is affiliated 
with the wedding industry in a professional capacity. TTiey 
should be members of the local ABC (Association of 
Bridal Consultants) or ISIS (the organization of Certified 
Special Events Professionals) or some other professional 
organization. Second, longevity; Choose a cakery with a 
long history of excellence and years of experience. Third, 
professionalism; Avoid people who bake out of their 
homes. Real bakeries are inspected regularly by the Board 
of Health and kept to a very high standard of cleanliness. 

HARVEY: First, the designer should be able to make the 
look of the cake reflect the bride and groom and the feel 
of the wedding. Second, the cake is the final course of 
your dinner and should be delicious, something that your 
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guests will enjoy. Third, your baker needs to be someone that 
you are able to communicate your ideas to and that is willing to 
listen and work with you. 

ENGLAND: Reputation of client service, baker's ability to 
match their cake designs to the overall style and tastes of the 
wedding party and taste, taste, taste. 

Q: How far in advance does a bride need to 
book her wedding cake designer? 

BUTLER: h really depends on the season they want to get 
married in. We've made cakes with two weeks notice in the 
off seasons and have been fully booked six months out in the 
months of May, June, September and October. 

ENGLAND: As soon as the location and reception time is 
decided, the specifics can be determined closer to the event, 
but to assure the designers' availability the sooner, the better. 

Q: How many bakers do you recommend a 
bride interview before making her selection? 

BUTLER; If she knows nothing about wedding cakes or is in 
a new town, I would say three, to compare price, taste and 
service. 

ENGLAND: At least two, but more than four seems a bit silly, 
unless you're just in it for the free cake. 

Q: Where can a bride find inspiration for 

her cake design? 

BUTLER: Bride magazines are loaded with pictute these days 
and, of course, on the Internet, but these pictures need to be 
reviewed realistically. Many are made specifically for a photo 
shoot and would be extremely challenging to an average bakery 
and exorbitant in price. 

HARVEY: Inspiration for your wedding cake can come firom 
anywhere, including your dress, your theme, your china, the 
season, your honeymoon, etc. 

ENGLAND: Inspiration comes from anything and everything 
that is pleasing in the whole world — lyrics of songs to the great 
master painters to, honestly, I'm not kidding, lingetie from 
Victoria's Secret. I've incorporated private messages of love and 
symbols that only those "in-the-know" could decipher. 

Q: What advice do you have about budget? 

BROWN: In the grand scheme of things, the cake is the least 
expensive thing at your reception. It only costs a few hundred 
dollars more to do the best cake, whereas the best gown or the 



' best flowers or the best catering will cost thousands of dollars 
more. So, if you're on a budget, the first thing to consider 
spending a little more on is the cake. 

BUTLER: Look realistically at how many people are really 
going to be eating your cake. When do you plan to cut it? Is 
it to be served as dessert with a sit-down dinner or later in the 
evening with coffee? Is yout affeir a hors d'oeuvre-type party? 
If so, you may need less cake as many people dtink and snack 
on savory items more. Consider yourself at weddings, and ask 
youfself if you were interested in eating cake at different times 
of the day. 

Q: What are the current trends in cakes? 

BROWN: Understated and elegant. Mad-hatter cakes, loud 
colors and cute figurines on the top are so '80s! Today's bride 
wants the cake to reflect her gown and everything else about 
her wedding — simple, elegant and breathtakingly beautiful. 

Cake jewelry is very hot right now. A very simple cake with 
almost no detail, each tier wrapped with a real ribbon in a 
subdued color with one, small spectacular piece of jewelry — 
very cutting edge. 

HARVEY: Most of my customers are looking for cakes that are 
unique, different and designed foi them. Color is an important 
part, done often with flowers or ribbons. Stacked cakes are the 
big trend now. 

BUTLER: Using much more color in the backgrounds and 
ribbons. There is a slight return to more elaborate designs, but 
simple and elegant are still the most popular styles. 

Q: How can a bride get the most impact out 
of her cake at the wedding? 

BROWN: The cake should look rather plain from across the 
room. When your guests get closer to it, a beautiful cake 
should take their breath away. Finally, when they taste it, it 
should knock their socks off Taste and smell are the strongest 
memories. Make your reception one they will remember! 

BUTLER: Make sure it is located in an area that has traffic, and 
pay attention to the scale of the room. High ceilings require 
separated layers or a raised base to be noticed. 

HARVEY: The wedding cake should be the centerpiece of the 
reception, so it needs to be positioned in the room so everyone 

' sees it when they enter the hall. The cake also needs to be 
spotlighted (professionally). The table around the cake needs

DISCOVER WHEN TO SEND WHAT AND TO WHOM

Of all the seemingly endless decisions one 
must make in planning a wedding, stationery 
may well be the one that presents the widest 
range of options through which a bride 
must sort and sift. Plus, it's often one of the items that 
must be selected first, well, next to picking a husband- 
to-be, of course. 

And when should you start looking at ideas and all 
the possibilities for your wedding stationery? As soon as 



you get engaged, says Kristen Folzenlogen, co-owner of 
Letter Heads, Ltd. and Poeme. 

We're engaged. ..so save the date! 

Before you start to plan a single moment of your wedding, 
you should let the entire world know that you're the 
lucky gal who just got engaged, right? Probably not these 
days, says Mary Hopple, owner of M. Hopple & Co. 
"We don't often have customers requesting engagement 
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announcements," she says. "Your family 
and good friends already know, and 
many people are engaged for one or two 
years." 

Plus, as Margot Madison, Margot 
Madison Stationery, points out, you may 
not immediately know to whom you 
should send announcements. "1 rarely 
do [engagement announcements]. A lot 
of brides don't have guest lists finalized 
until right before the invitations go 
out," Madison says. 

But, as soon as you know where and 
when you will wed, and who you want 
there, send out a save-the-date card, 
especially to those who may be coming 
in from out of town. If your wedding 
will be a destination wedding, be sure 
to indicate that on the cards, as guests 
will need adequate time to prepare their 
travel plans. 

Generally save-the-dates should be 
sent out between six to eight months 
from the wedding date. They should 
include who you are, the date of the 
wedding, the location of the wedding, 
as well as accommodation/reservation 
information, again, especially for your 
out-of-towners. 

To ensure your save-the-date card 
doesn't get lost in the snail-mail shuffle, 
Folzenlogen offers these two tips: Don't 
send your save-the-date notice during 
the holidays, but do send your save-the- 
date cards during the same calendar year 
as your wedding, if possible. Why? Many 
people still use a print calendar on which 
to mark events. If you send your save- 
the-date card in 2008, but the wedding 
is in 2009, your best friend's mother's 
cousin may forget to mark in on her 2009 
calendar when she gets one.

Start with an invitation 
that includes enclosure cards. Enclosures

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know if they will be attending your event. It's 2008, so you 
can also give your guests the choice of responding to your 
invitation via the Web. "We have a lot of people including 
reception information on the invitation," Madison says. 
"Brides, 80 percent of the time, use a reply postcard because it 
saves on postage. Some brides are choosing to put directions, 
extra parties, etc., on a Web site, so they don't have to include 
inserts." 

Send your invitations out six to eight weeks ahead of time, 
or earlier if you opt not to have save-the-date cards. 

Here comes the bride 

A wedding program is your guest's guide to the wedding, their 
Playbill, if you will. It tells them who is in the wedding, what 
will happen at the ceremony, including songs, a memorial or 
tribute to loved ones who cannot be with you that day, poems 
and scriptures, as well as a thoughtful note to your guests, 
thanking them for sharing in your day. It's a nice touch, if you 
can swing it. 

If you decide on having a program for your guests. Hopple 
says to think about your environment. If you're in a church, 
for example, you will probably be just fine with a normal 
booklet or folded pieces of paper. If, however, you are having 



an outdoor wedding, especially during a particularly windy 
season, consider a one-piece program. This way. Hopple says, 
you won't have guests chasing after pages during a pivotal 
moment of the ceremony. 

j How and where to order 

Talk to your friends and family and find out which stationers 
they've had good experiences with, Hopple says. Then visit 
the stationer and see how you're treated. 

Many stationery stores offers both designs and custom-made 
options, along with the tools to do it yourself Folzenlogen, 
however, warns against taking on such a huge task for such a 
major occasion. "[Stationery] is not a place to do it yourself," she 

j says. "It is very time consuming and not as easy as it may seem." 
Folzenlogen adds that the bride and groom should look for 

! a designer who advises the couple beyond which product to 
pick. A good stationer, she says, helps with the wording, the 

j size, shajje, addressing and the overall look and feel of the 
invitation. "They shouldn't sell you a product; they should 

j sell you a service." 

I When on the great search for your wedding stationery 
provider, should you resort to your trusty computer? Probably 
not. "Paper is a hands-on product. The color could be different

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in person, and it is really important to have a physical proof, 
rather than a digital image," Madison says. 

"It's really tfiFy, not seeing a sample," Hopple adds. "You 
can't see the size, or feel it. You have no scale and no sense of 
how big or small it is." 

Making memories last 

So how do you make your stationery memorable? Make it 
personal, reflecting who you are and your unique style. "Order 
in the color family of the clothes you wear — it's you." Hopple 
says that this way, when your guests receive their invitation, 
they immediately associate the colors and themes with you. 

You can also incorporate subtle previews to set the tone for 
the actual event. For example. Hopple recalls a summer wedding 
in which the bridesmaids were wearing light yellow. The bride 
sent out invites with daisies on them, thus coordinating her 
white dress and the bridesmaids' yellow dresses with the season 
and the invitations. 

"By itself it was pretty, but together as a package, it was 
memorable," Hopple says. 

Folzenlogen once scanned a portion of a bride's dress, then 
placed the pattern on the stationery. The size and 'wow factor' 
can also get your invitation noticed by your guests, as they 



slip it out of their mailbox. Boxes and creative presentations 
will make your invitation stand out as well. "They're not just 
envelopes anymore," says Folzenlogen. 

Three-dimensional cards are also making a splash in the 
stationery world, not to mention adding more depth. With 
layers of color, print, designs and textures, a bride can make 
her invite multidimensional to the eye and touch with raised, 
mounted cards. 

Hot trends? Madison says pink and orange, punched-up 
colors and kelly green are big, as are yellow and gray or yellow 
and black. "There are also some great papers now like sparkly 
cardstock and Japanese hand-screened prints. And, bold and 
bright colors are used for every season now. For winter, subtle, 
pretty colors like pewter. For autumn, eggplant and green." 

Plus, don't overlook the timeless tradition of gratitude. 
Thank you cards are as big of a stationery must-have as the 
invites themselves, yet they are increasingly overlooked. 

"[Thank you notes] are very important. They don't have 
to be on spectacular stationery, but they always should be 
included. We can't lose all decorum today," Madison says. 

And Hopple adds that brides should not be tempted to 
use e-mail in place of a hand-written thank you note. "People 
really want notes for special things." CW

1 . Start with a budget 

Every expert agrees: it's all about the budget. Every 
other choice, from the number of guests to the type 
of meal, depends on that bottom line. Cincinnati 
USA wedding reception packages and itemized 



costs may range anywhere from $22 per person 
for a sumptuous buffet in a spacious hall to $100 
or more per guest for a peak-season, highly formal 
afi^ir in a sought-after hotspot. So do you want the 
basics in a relaxed atmosphere? Do you need to 
make a more formal statement? Pick a point along 
that continuum and plan from there. 

"Your average could be $22 just for the meal, 
and up to $35 or $40 by the time you get a lot of 
your side items," notes Ray Reuss, owner of The 
Woodlands in Cleves, where the secluded 27- 
acre spread is a huge draw. "I'd say budget is more 
important than anything." 

2. Ask for details 

You've crunched the numbers. Now it's time to 
i piop the really big question: What's included?

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One of the costliest items of the 
reception might be the bar. Jo Jordan, 
catering sales manager at the Vernon 
Manor Hotel, cautions couples to do 
their homework and ask: "Is it strictly 
bar packages, or are they flexible with 
bar pricing? Reception locations often 
have specific "tiered" packages for 
alcoholic beverages. For example, one 
tier might be beer and soft drinks, 
another might add wine and mixed 
drinks. If the location will allow it, 
specific beverages "upon consumption" 
will save you money, she notes. 

Stacey Densler, private event director 
at The Bankers Club at the Fifth Third 
Center ticks off a list of site-specifics: 
"Capacity — what is the max seating the 
venue can hold comfortably? . . . What is 
included in the venue rental? Linens, 
tables, chairs, china, etc?" 

Remember that no question is too 
small. Even a seasoned veteran can get 
blindsided. Terrol Lieberum, director of 
sales and marketing at the new Sheraton 
Airport planned a special cruise for 
her parents' 50th wedding anniversary 
and assumed that the yacht's event 
coordinators would use the same fine 
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If I had to pick one thing not to cut 
back on. it would be the reception. 
Having the right entertainment at the 
right venue vwth great food is of the 
utmost importance.

That latest trend is to have a photo 
booth. To go along with the photo 
booth, some brides and grooms are 
providing props for guests to wear 
when they get their picture taken.

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china, linens and formal table settings that she 
was accustomed to offering at her establishment. 
The surprise came when plasticware appeared at 
food stations and bread plates were nonexistent at 
the placesettings. 

"I was just cringing in my boots," Lieberum 
recalls. "Even a professional like myself can get 
in trouble. I was working with a floating facility, 
which 1 wasn't used to. They have different storage 
than a land facility, and 1 didn't think of that — and 
I've been in the business since '84! ... Really, you 
can't assume. You're just going to have to ask a lot 
of basic questions." 

3. Be clear on policies 

Asking basic questions will also bring to light each 
venue's policies. Financial deposits and payment 
schedules, food and beverage minimums, preferred 
vendor lists, gratuities, setup time limits and decor 
restrictions are some of the areas you'll need to 
explore. Will your 15 tables need a total of one 
hour to set up or will it take 30 minutes per table for

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elaborate centerpieces? If your setup needs more than two hours, 
it may mean hefty additional charges. (Think $1,000 or more at 
some sites.) 

Events that take place at museums or aquariums may restrict 
the use of confetti, glitter, helium balloons or candles. After 
all, as one planner noted, when the site opens to the public on 
Monday morning, glitter sparkling from the cracks of the floor 
tiles and helium balloons drifting along a 30-feet high ceiling 
might detract from their mission. But alternative venues offer 
the added distinction of fine art, noteworthy architecture and 
significant cultural enlightenment with private tours. So just ask 
the question: glitter on my centerpieces or a Winslow Homer on 
my wall? An easy trade-off for some. 

Food and beverage minimums guarantee the facility that you 
will pay an agreed-upon price, even if a percentage of your RSVPs 
turn out to be regrets. "1 would say almost any facility would have 
a minimum," says Marsha Burton, director of sales and marketing 
at the Oasis Conference Center in Lx)veland. "Sometimes that 
scares a bride away." But, Burton notes, if they actually have the 
opportunity to sit down with the event planner, and find out 
what's included in the package, brides often discover that what 
at first seemed overwhelming, is less so when all the details and 
amenities offered are outlined and understood. 



"One of the other things to consider when choosing your 
reception site is will they allow you to use outside vendors," 
adds Julie Clayton, director of sales at The Newport Aquarium. 
Preferred vendor lists may mean that only select vendors are 
allowed on site, or have an exclusive contract with the facility. 
Difficulties arise when a bride has a favorite bakery, for instance, 
and then discovers that her choice isn't on the list. 

And, all the experts say, don't forget to ask about the necessary 
payment arrangements. Go over the payment schedule and look 
at the amount needed for a deposit, which may be up to $500- 
$ 1 ,000 in advance. 

"Most places do require you to pay [the remainder] anywhere 
from 30 days to 3-4 days [before the reception,]" Lieberum says. 
Make a note if the deposit is nonrefundable or if there is a 
graduated timeframe that allows a portion of the deposit to be 
recovered, if the event needs to rescheduled or cancelled. 

"The closer you get, usually the higher the cancellation policy 
and charges would be," Lieberum notes. "That's perfectly normal 
with most facilities." 

Ask if the gratuity will be added to the final cost of the event or 
if it's left up to your discretion. An item that can range from 15-22 
percent of your reception tab is no minor addition.

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4. Consider accessibility 

"In some ways, choosing a reception site 
for some brides is kind of like buying a 

(house," observes Roger HoUstegge, owner 
of destinys catering at Beckett Ridge 
Country Club. "It's location, location, 
location. Is it close to the church? Is it 
easy for their guests to find? Is it close to 
hotels if they have a lot of out-of-town 
guests? A lot of those things factor in for 
some brides." 

Locating a reception outdoors 
expands the number of decisions that 
need to be made, and sometimes the 
expense. Providing "Plan B" tenting 
or an alternate indoor site in case of 
inclement weather is a must — unless 
you want your guests to remember the 
fun they had sloshing about in formal 
wear, high heels and mud. Cincinnati 
weather can be fickle, so consider the 
need for heating or cooling and side tent 
flaps to keep wind and temperatures from 
spoiling the fiin. And don't forget about 
lighting nighttime events. Twinkle lights, 
chandeliers or lanterns are all options to 
make your outdoor event shine. 

Kitty Paschall, manager of facility 
rentals for the Taft Museum of Art, is a 
pro when it comes to outdoor events — 
every reception includes an outside tent 
where guests, eat, drink and dance. With 
only one event booked per evening — as 
is the case at most local museums — it's 
basically a private view of the grounds 
and fine art collections. 

If brides are intent on this, or any 
other downtown location, factor in the 
cost of parking. And don't forget that 
sports and other downtown events may 
affect the per-car price. Add in valet or 
shuttle service, if needed, and associated 
gratuities. 

5. Find your style 

Personal style is an important 
consideration. Ellen Ritter, events 
coordinator at Paul Brown Stadium, says 
it best: "I think their reception site needs 
to fit the p>ersonality of the bride and 
groom. Some want elegant, some want 
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Choosing the cake may be one of 
the last items on your to-do list. 
Nevertheless, its importance cannot 
be underestimated. The photographer 
will take a lot of photos of this artistic 
piece. Your cake can tie together 
all the different elements of your 
wedding, emphasizing the theme of 
your event and allow you to make a 
lasting impression on your guests.

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casual. Some want fun. Some want formal. . . . I'm sure they have 
a vision for their wedding; it should fit their vision." 

6. Solicit testimonials 

When you have narrowed your site selections down to two or 
three, be sure to gather references. 

"Word of mouth is key," advises Mary Bums, the event 
coordinator at the newly opened Savannah Center in West 
Chester. Ask recently married friends and relatives about their 
experiences or post questions on social networking Web sites to 
other brides. And if you or your friends have attended a party at 
the venue before, and enjoyed it, trust your instincts. 

"Most of our people come because they've been here, or they've 
heard about it," Ritter says of Paul Brown Stadium. "We've been 
in business long enough that girls who went to proms here are 
now having their wedding receptions here." 

7. Look for a good 
working relationship 

Establishing a relationship with your coordinator is important, 
too. After all, it often involves a year or more of planning. You'll 
want to ask, too, if he or she will be with you through all aspects 



of the process, even the day of the event. "The person has to 
have a comfort level with the events person," Ritter emphasizes. 
"They really do. 1 think they have to have a real good sense 
that they are going to be helpful and keep the event running 
smoothly and make sure it goes off without a hitch." 

8. Take a test drive 

If possible, ask about seeing the venue during another event 
(similar to yours) and do a little reconnaissance. Check out 
everything from placesettings to the kitchen to the restrooms. 
Notice the length of the trip from the parking lot to the entrance. 
Does the room feel uncomfortably warm or crowded? Are the 
bathrooms adequate for the number of guests? Get a sense of 
what your guests will be seeing and feeling. "The night of the 
wedding the bride is so far off in another place," Lieberum says. 
"She doesn't really know what's going on with her guests." 

Food is another important area that you won't want to leave 
to chance. Check out the reputation of the in-house or preferred 
caterer and ask to sample the fare. 

"Always do a tasting," advises Clayton. Her venue. Currents 
at the Newport Aquarium, offers an exclusive contract with 
Cuisine by Jean-Robert. "We actually have a client room where 
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couples can go in and sit down, enjoy it, and take their time. 
That's another thing, too. Don't rush the tasting. Definitely 
come hungry!" 

9. Don't overlook entertainment 

If you're thinking of a live band, for music and dancing, then 
all you'll need to consider Is a comfortable configuration for the 
dance floor. But some might need special technology to make 
their reception swing. Audiovisual equipment has gone super 
high tech at many places. The Savannah Center, for example, 
offers iPod docks in all event rooms. Big-screen plasma televisions 
are available, too, to run digital slideshows or movies. 

The Woodlands offers a 13-foot by 20-foot screen to wow 
guests with videography and The National Underground 
Railroad Freedom Center offers a state-of-the-art, 300-seat 
theater, which can continuously loop movies or slideshows of a 
couple's early courtship on the big screen. 

10. Expect flexibility, and he flexible 

You want your party to be perfect, but remember that the real 
reason you're there is to celebrate your wedding with family 
and friends. So, keep things light, and remember that a perfect 



compromise might actually sweeten your deal. 

Make note of any extra perks. Paul Brown stadium, for 
example, offers pictures on the field. Some hotels offer free 
shuttle service and discounts on rooms for your guests. 

Some in-house caterers may be flexible with menu items, or 
negotiate minimums on food and beverages. And, being flexible with 
the date of your wedding may pay big dividends in the long run. 

"If they considei an off-season, such as January, February, 
March or even November (and sometimes December, it just 
dejjends on the venue), those are slower seasons, and we can 
negotiate rental rates a little bit," explains Shawnda Krohn, 
event director at the Freedom Center. 

And what kind of bride would be willing to change the 
calendar date that she feels is just perfect as is? 

"That bride that's on a budget," Krohn explains, "because 
$ 1 ,000 off your rental ? $ 1 , 500 off your rental ? That's your flowers! 
Or maybe it can go toward your honeymoon in that nice, exotic, 
hot tropical place somewhere." 

And who wouldn't want a warm-weather vacation in the 
middle of January or February? Now that's a perfect ending to a 
[ perfect party. CW

While sweetheart tables, 
pinpoint and monogram 
lighting, hot colors, and 
edible favors (delicious signature 
cookies can be used as place cards) 
are some of the fun trends that waII 
dazzle their fair share of 21st century 
wedding guests, a few intrepid 
brides and grooms are adding highly 
personalized touches and generous 
gestures that make their receptions 
exceptional. 

A take-home bottle of wine is a fun 
idea, but one couple made it special 
when they explained it was the same 
variety they had shared on the night 
they became engaged. 

"They had us track down for them 
this particular winery, which happened 
to be out in Washington someplace," 
recalls Roger Hollstegge, co-owner 
of destinys catering at Beckett Ridge 
Country Club. "Then we had all this 
wine shipped in. They had [signature] 
labels made, and they gave it away as 
gifts to all of their guests, which was 
kind of nice." 

Local vintner Tino Vino, for 
example, allows brides to blend their 
own custom wine then label it for the 
wedding. 

Themed weddings are also being 
given the personal touch. "I worked 
with a bride and groom who were huge 
travelers," says Julie Clayton, director 
of sales at the Newport Aquarium. 
"They'd been together for five years, 
and traveled all over the world. Every 
table had photos and things from 
places where they had been together. 
So the escort card said, you're at the 



'Paris, France' table. You're at the 
'New Orleans' table. It was really neat 
and so personal." 

Shawnda Krohn, event director at 
the Freedom Center, finds that as the 
median age for brides and grooms 
climbs, more mature couples are 
combining fully equipped households 
and have less need to stock a home 
with new goods. Instead, they're 
graciously suggesting that guests give 
back to their nonprofit hosts. 

"I find that here at the museum, 
a lot of brides, instead of asking for 
wedding gifts, they will say 'please, if 
you want to give a gift to the bride and 
groom, you can make a contribution 
to our favorite nonprofit organization,'" 
Krohn says. "They have everything. 
They've been on their own for 10 
years. ... As a matter of fact that is the 
only real true trend that I've seen over 
the last few years." 

Marsha Burton, director of sales 
and marketing at the Oasis Conference 
Center, also sees more thought put 
into charitable aspects. 

"I've also seen a lot of brides, 
instead of doing favors, donating 
the money they would have spent 
on favors to charities," Burton says. 
One bride used red, yellow and pink 
bracelets, each depicting a different 
charitable cause, as choice-of-entree 
cards to place at each diner's plate. 
The color indicated the choice of a 
beef, chicken or seafood entree. The 
bracelet, of course, was the guest's to 
keep. The servers could serve each 
guest accurately, and the charities 
were also winners. — Sue Goldhnq

MAKING THE MOST OF YOUR MUSIC BUDGET

Planning the music for your wedding entails more 
than simply picking out some of your favorite 
songs. It involves deciding whether to have a 
musician at the ceremony, a live band or DJ or 
both at the reception, what genre (or genres) of music 
will be played, and most importantly, how much of your 
wedding budget you want to dedicate to music. Thankfully, 
there are a wide variety of music options to create an 
unforgettable event. 

Budget Conscious 

Couples working with a smaller budget allocated to music 
may be concerned they will have fewer options to choose 
from, but there are ways to incorporate music into your 
ceremony and reception without breaking the bank. 

A new trend in wedding music is emerging with the 
advent of portable music players like the iPod, which 
provides a do-it-yourself, affordable option. 

The use of MP3 players is becoming increasingly popular 
in weddings with any size budget. "Certainly, you have more 
options with a bigger budget," says Brigid Home-Nestor, i- 
do Weddings & Events. "[But] the iPod is something even 
brides with higher budgets are using." 

Local musician and founder of Rent My Gear, Nicholas 
Radina, agrees that "iPod weddings" are growing in 




popularity and are acceptable to wedding guests. For $299, 
Radina delivers a professional quality, easy-to-use sound 
system, complete with wireless microphone. The system is 
small and discreet, but produces a sound to accommodate 
parties of as many as 250 guests. 

"I'm not trying to replace a band or DJ," Radina says. "It's 
for p)eople who are trying to save money or be unique." 

Midline Budget 

If your music budget is somewhere in the middle, a live 
band or DJ are good options. Many agencies can provide 
a variety of entertainers, making it easy to find a band that 
fits your needs. "Live music allows for interaction, which is 
key," says Casey Lee, event planner at Showstoppers Talent 
Agency. Yet, all that live interaction comes with a price. 

"Most bands in Cincinnati are in the range of $2,500 to 
$4,000," Horne-Nestor says. "So for people who can't bring 
in a band, there is the possibility of getting a DJ who works 
the crowd like a live band." 

Some entertainers offer DJ services along with their 
live entertainment, such as Jack Garrett of Jack Garrett 
Productions. The local crooner provides couples with 
a variety of choices ranging from a trio to a 24-piece 
orchestra, with a DJ at no additional cost to keep the party 
going during breaks. "The DJ is really a supplement to the 
live music," Garrett adds. 

Top-Tier Budget 

When music is a priority on your wedding budget, musical 
selections should stand out during each moment of the big 
day Try adding special touches such as hiring an instrumental 
group to perform at the ceremony and during the cocktail 
hour, or featuring multiple bands at the reception. 

According to Linda Grieser, harpist and consultant for 
the Adagio Trio, which also includes a flutist and cellist, 
adding an instrumental group to your special day can add a 
unique, elegant touch. Grieser says she works with a number 
of local musicians, so clients can also substitute or add 
additional instruments, or a vocalist, to the lineup. 

Grieser says the trio plays anything from classical to modem 
selections and can play at the ceremony, reception, or both. "I 
try to work with a person and their budget and help them find 
what they need," Grieser adds. CW

• Know your budget; know your 
style. Before you invest time in 
interviewing caterers, you should 
know when and where your 
wedding will take place, and also 
have a good idea about your needs 
(approximate number of guests, 
preference for buffet, stations or 
sit-down) and the atmosphere you 
want to create. 

• Six to eight months before your 
wedding, start interviewing caterers. 
Ask for credentials, pictures and 

a taste test. Some caterers will 
invite you to sample exact menu 
items during a visit to their kitchens; 
others will prefer you attend an 
upcoming event to get a better 
sense of food quality, presentation 
and service. 

• Ask for references, especially if 
they have had their receptions at 
the location you plan to use. 

• Ask about flexibility of the caterer's 
menu. Can you add options for 
guests with special dietary needs? 

• Ask where the food is cooked, how 
it is transported, how it is served 
and who is responsible for setup 
and cleanup.
